Possibility Discussed That 


Pershing Expected to Move 
to Base Just Established 


Latest Submarine Attack 
Will Lead to Clearing 
Whole Issue. 


WASITINGTON, March 28.—Tie Lnited 
Siates has inquired of Germany, through 
Ambassador Gerard whether avy of its 
submarines torpedoed the Britisa chan- 


ne! steamer Sussex. 
Secretary Lansing announced after the 


Cebinet meeting today that it had been 
decided to make such an inquiry, and 
later it Was learned that the inquiry 
had been made, and in fact probably is 
already in Berlin. The present status 
of the communication is that of an in- 
quiry; it has not advanced to the stage 
of a protest or a demand. 

While cabinet members declared the 
situation to be grave, they took the 
pusition that a break with Germany 
was not an immediate prospect. It was 
raid, however, that if Germany shouid 
admit torpedoing the Sussex a situation 
would be brought about which would be 
most serious. 

Cabinet members agreed that the sit- 
uation would depend upon Germany’s 
reply to the American inquiry. Should 
Germany deny that one of her submar.- 
ines attacked the Sussex, the Amer'i- 
can Government would reach its con- 
clusion from the evidence now being 
eollected by its diplomatic representa- 
t'ves abrvad. 

Cabinet members said the decisiv.: 
t» make an inquiry of Germany was 
in line with the policy of collecting 
al) the information before reaching a 
cecision. Should Germany admit the 
atiack but claim the submarine com- 
mrander exceeded his orders, officials 
helieved that would be regarded as 
evidence that it was impracticable for 
siibmarine commanders to attempt te 
d.stinguish between armed and unarmed 
Vessels. 


May Clear Submarine Issue. 
The possibility that an attack on the 


Sussex might lead to a general clearing 
up of the submarine issue was dis- 
cussed at the cabinet meeting. 

Although the majority of the Cabinct 
members present thought the Sussex 
had been torpedued, some agreed tint 
the position of the United States wouid 
be surrounded with difficulty unless 
cverwhelming evidence should be de’el. 
oped. Une Cabinet member thought the 
ship had been sunk by a mine. Se .ie- 
taries Lane, McAdoo and Daniels were 
no. present. 

lt is stated authoritatively here 
that if a German submarine made 
the attack on the Sussex, the Impe- 
rial Government would disavow the 
act, punish the submarine comman- 
der, offer reparation and satisfy the 
United States that the attack was 
in violation of instructions. 

Presiden Wilson is seeking conclu- 
sive evidence not only in regard to the 
Sussex but as to the sinking of the 
British steamship Englishman. One 
Arrerican life is said in the latest of- 
ficial reports to have been lost when the 
Englishman went down, 

It 1s Known that the President is seri- 
ous.y considering laying the entire ques- 
tion of submarine warfare before the 
members of the Senate and House. Cer. 
tainty he will communicate the situa- 
tion fully to Congress before taking any 
definite steps which might lead to the 
severance of diplomatic relations. : 

Count von Bernstorff. the German Aim.- 
bassador, who, it was stated with au- 
thority, was chiefly reponsible tor the 
retirement of Grand Admiral von Tir.

SCIENTIST STARTS FOR TIBET 
“IN QUEST OF THE “BLUE TIGER” 


| New York Man, Who Is Accompanted 
by Wife, Wil’ Be Joined hy Noted 
Explorers in China. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.—a quest 
of the “Blue Tiger,’’ a beast which has 
been termed “The Flying Dutchman of 
Zoology,’’ because it often has been 
seen by scientists and explorers but none 
ever has been caught, was to begin to- 
dav when Roy Chapman Andrews and 
Mrs. Andrews sail from San [rancisco 
for the Orient on the liner Tenyo Maru. 

Somewhere in Central Asia or Tibet 
they expect to capture a specimen of the 
animal for the American Museum of 
Natural History of New York, of which 
Andrews is assistant curator. 

Edmund Heller, who was with Roose- 
velt on his African game hunt, will join 
the party at Fuchow, and after a jour- 
nev up the Yangtse Kiang to the border 
of Tibet Harry R. Caldwell, a famous 
hunter and explorer, will be met and the 
real hunt will be organized.

STEEL COMPANIES QUASHED 


Charge of Fixing Prices on Labor and 
Products Rropped as Aagainst 
These Concerns. 
YOUNGSTOWN, ©O., March 28.—Judge 
W. S. Anderson today granted the mo- 
tion to quash the indictments recently 
returned here against five steel compa- 
nies, charging them with conspiring to 
fix the price of labor and steel prod- 

ucts. 

The indictments against the 
States Steel Corporation and FE. H. 
Gary, head of the corporation, _ still 
stands, as the motion to quash did not 
include these two defendants on whom 
service has not been obtained. The steel 
company attorneys attacked the indict- 
ments as being too indefinite and un- 
certain, depriving the defendants of 
their constitutional rights. 

The companies in whose behalf the 
motion to quash was made are the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Co., the Youngs- 
town Sheet and Tube Co., the Young:- 
town Iron and Steel Co., the Brier Hill 
Steel Co. and the Carnegie Steel Co. 
The latter is a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel Corporation.

No in- 
timation was made at military headquar- 
ters here as to the final disposition of 
the troops. 


It is known, however, that the regi- 
ment of which the squadron is a part, 
together with an infantry regiment, was 
ordered to Columbus by Major-Genera! 
lunston, departmental commander, sub- 
ject to the orders of Brigadier-Generai 
l’ershing, expeditionary commander. Fa- 
vorable reports of the progress of the 
pursuit of Villa, despite numerous han- 
dicaps, recently received from Gen 
Tershing, indicate to army men here 
that he believes his force is rapidly 
reaching sufficient strength to follow 
the expedition to successful conclusion. 

Army men here say also that the 
troops now concentrated on the border, 
more than 600 miles of which is but an 
imaginary line, are sufficiently strong 
to protect it properly.

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CAVALRY SQUADRON F. D. ROOSEVELT 


SAYS NAVY NEEDS 
29,000 MORE MEN 


Tells House Committee of Lack 
of Force Properly to Man 
Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Assistant 
Secretary F, D. Roosevelt today declined 
tc discuss policy questions before the 
House Naval Committee on the ground 
that policy is solely within the jurisdic 
tion of Secretary Daniels. He also re- 
frained from making a general state- 
ment regarding naval needs, preferrinz 
to be questioned. 

He indorsed the personnel board's rec- 
ommendations for increasing the marine 
corps. He favored at least three briga- 
dier generals, one for the fleet, and one 
each for the Atlantic and Pacific forces. 
On the need for more men in the navy, 
Roosevelt, said: 

“To fully man all the ships in service 
today which are not rated as unsuitable 
fur war purposes, would take 25,900 more 
men than we have now,” 

Would Neeg 225,000 Men, 

“Judging by the experience of Eng- 
mand, whose naval forces have increased 
three times since the war began,” sai: 
Roosevelt, ‘“‘by that standard we should 
need 225,000 men in case of war with a 
first-class power. That would he the 
outside figure for a while, for the first 
six months, depending on the number of 
ships we would build and take into the 
service for coast protection. We shoulJ 
have to improvise a great many ships, if 
we could get them, and that would takes 
nlany men.” 

“Don’t you think we ought to bring 
our navy up to full efficiency at this 
time?’ asked Representative Butler. 

“T think the navy is fully efficient,’’ 
Roosevelt answered. 

“Do you think the 
capable ?’’ 

“For certain purposes.,”’ 

“Could we get 18 ready in 30 Jays? 

“I don't think so. The fleet may be 
that way some day,.”’ he added. ‘No 
nation has ever been kept on a was 
basis in time of peace,”’ 

“Don't you think in view of the world 
conditions we ought to bring our navy 
to a war footing as far as possible?’’ 
asked Representative Roberts. 

Roosevelt said that was a matter for 
the State Department and Congress to 
decide. 

U. 8S. Officers Paid More. 

Representative Tribble inquirod re- 
garding assertions that Germany's navy 
is twice as powerful and less expensive 
than the American fleet. Roosevelt re- 
ferred to statistics indicating Germany 
and the United States had exchangel 
second and fourth places respectively. 
He said the smaller German expense 
Was partially due to higher pay of Unit- 
ed States officers and more for other

than the Germans, he said. 

With the explanation that ne “hated 
to say it,’’ Rear Admiral Bradiey A. 
Fiske, former aide for operations, told 
the Committee yesterday that in fight- 
ing strength the United States navy 
was only about half as strong as that uf 
Germany. 

The Admiral declared that the navy 
was not getting value received for mon- 
ey expended and was only about 75 per 
cent of what it should be under a better 
system of administration. 

Admiral Fiske explained to the com- 
mittee that differences with Secretary 
Daniels over the measure of prepared- 
ness be believed necessary cause his rea- 
ignation as aide for operations and as- 
serted there was no personal dispute.

Fly Over Mountains. 

‘Never,” saiji this aviator, “have we 
had any flyine as difficult us we have 
done here. We are under a handicap of 
an altitude »< about 5200 feet when We 
rise. Some cf the mountains we have 
tried to get uver are approximaiely 9) 
feet above sea level, and none of oul 
machines is powerful enough t% carry 
tne pilot, observer and sufficient fuel at 
ruch an altitude. We might get over 
one of the tigh meuntains, but we p’ ob- 
2bly would be unable to cCairy enough 
fuel for the retur.: flight.”’ 

He told about a flight of some of his 
men over the mountain pass which the 
aviators deseribed as some of the rough- 
est country in Mexico. 

Just before reaching the pass they 
were above a gorge 2000 feet deep. No 
landing place was observable within 15 
‘niles of this pass and one of the flyers 
nad difficulty in rising to the necessary 
altitude. He turned and wheeled his 
machine, trying to ascend, but the 
stro%zgz air currents swept him around 
until he was within about twenty feet 
of the tree tops near the summit of the 
pass. He had grazed the trees and be- 
ing unable to fight his way higher 
through the treacherous winds, he war 
forced to turn back. 

Had Heard Flight. 

The other aviators succeeded in mak- 
ing the flight. Two of them, carrying 
dispatches, landed near the camp in 4% 
wind, which they described as the worst 
er.countered by any of the squadrons 
since the flight for the Mackay trophy 
in 1914, from San Diego to Los Angeles, 
when Lieut. Fred Gersterner, an ob- 
server. was killed. 

The unfavorabie air near this camp 
drove one of the machines into a spira! 
nose glide in which it dropped abou, 
1000 feet. When the aviator came out 
of the glide he saw some cavalrymen 
waving a blanket and he finished the 
descent, delivering his orders safety. 

Five minutes later ihe second aviator 
on this particular trip came overhead, 
his machine rocking like a boat in a 
rough sea. The second plane also landed 
safely.

Frequent From Then On, 
Testifies in Her Suit for 
Maintenance.

WwW. T. Hays, general superintendent 
of the Scullin-Gallagher Steel and 
Iron Co, this morning, in Judge 
Wurdeman's court at Clayton, testi- 
fied in detail to the numerous dis- 
agreements with his wife, which fol- 
lowed quickly their marriage Jan. 1, 
1915. The testimony was given at @ 
continuation of Mrs. Hays’ suit for 
$250 a month separate maintenance. 

After telling that his salary was 
$5000 a year at the time of their 
marriage, and that up to April 1 he 
had given her $650 toward carrying 
out a promise to give her $200 a 
month, Hays testified their first dis- 
agreement was Feb. 9 or 39 days 
after their marriage. 

She insisted, he testified, that as 
his life insurance was all for the 
benefit of his son, he should take out 
an additional $10,000 insurance, with 
herself and her son as beneficiaries. 
He refused, he said, beause the pre- 
mium would be $340 a year, and he 
told her he could not afford the addi- 
tional insurance. He testified she 
became angry tecause of his refusal. 

Quarrel at Party. 

The next disagreement, he testified, 
was early in April, when she insisted 
he should not take other guests at a 
dinner party to their homes in their 
automobile. He said he took Mrs. Hay’s 
sister, Mrs. Henry Shields, and her hus- 
band, and that later when they were 
driving through Forest Park to their 
home in Webster, Mrs. Hays stopped the 
automobile in the park and quarreled 
with him. He said she insisted that 
she should be the one to say whether 
anybody elee should ride in the car. 

When they reached home, Hays said, 
his wife continued the quarrel until frr 
into the night, and that he finally Ieft 
the room they occupied and went across 
the hall and slept with his son. 

The third quarrel, he said, was Apri! 
16, 1915, when, he said, she demande] 
money to pay some bills. When he told 
her he would give her no more monev 
that month, he said, she said to him: 

“You dirty brute, you havn't anything 
to show that you ever gave me any- 
thing. If you had been smart, you 
would have given me checks.” * 

They were in the dining room of their 
home, at this time, be said, and she 
slapped him. 

The fourth disagreement, he said, was 
two days later, when she became an- 
gry because he would not give her the 
Sunday paper. He said she went down- 
stairs, got a hammer and broke out two 
panels of the door to his room. This 
disagreement led to her causing his ar- 
rest on a eharge of disturbing of the 
peace. As a part of this quarrel, Hays 
said, she broke his bed with a hatchet, 
and he was compelled to sleep on the 
floor. 

Mrs. Hays’ version of this incident 


in her testimony was that Hays had 
fixed the bed so that when she touched 
it it collapsed, injuring her foot. 


In response to a question by his at- 
torney, A. E. L. Gardner, as to whether 
he had been intoxicated Jan. 1, the day 
of his marriage; June 5 and March §, 
dates mentioned by Mrs. Hays in her 
testimony, Hays replied: 

“TIT never was drunk that she knows 
anything about.’’ 

Hays was asked if he ever had called 
his wife a hussy, a hatchet-face or sev- 
eral other epithets. He replied: 

“No, but once after she had beaten 
my son I went to her door and called 
her some names. I! don’t remember ex- 
actly what they were.”’ 

In reply to testimony by Mrs. Hays’ 
brother-in-law, Henry Shields, that 
Hays frequently at card games drank 
10, 12, 15 or 18 drinks of straight whisky 
“at a sitting.”’ Hays testified that at 
card parties he drank ‘‘one or iwy 
drinks, when it was served, like others 
present.’’ 

E. B. Dver of 5592 Waterman avenue, 
secretary of the St. Louis Oxygen Co., 
testified yesterday that he once todbk 
Mrs. Hays into the city in his automo- 
bile, at Hays’ request, and that Mrs. 
Hays gave him a cigarette, and smoked 
one herself on the ride. Mrs. Hays, *e 
said, told him her husband was away 
from home between 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
daily, and that if he would cali they 
would have a little tea party. 

“T don’t drink tea,’ Dyer said he re- 
plied, and Mrs. Hayes, he testified, 
said: ‘‘Well, then. we'll make it a tay 
party.”’ He said he took this to mean 
that they would drink something strona- 
er than tea, but he admitted on cross- 
examination that he knew nothing of 
Mrs. Hays’ habits as to drinking. He 
said he gave Mrs. Hays a general invita- 
tion to dine ‘‘with us,’’ meaning himself 
and his wife, at the Planters some day, 
and said Hays also was included in the 
invitation. 

Florence Walton, a negro laundress, 
testified that Mvye. Hays required her 
to stay at the house beyond the time 
that her work required, that she might 
observe Hays’ behavior and be ready 
to testify to any croseness or fault- 
finding on his part. Two other servants 
have given similar testimony. 

Deputy Sheriff Al Lill, a witneés, and 
Attorney Jeptha D. Howe, representing 
Mrs. Hays, got to roaring and glaring 
at each other, when [All denied, in an- 
swer to a question, that in serving a 
writ he entered a room where Mrs. Hays 
was dressing. Howe insisted that Mrs. 
Haye mother held a skirt in front of 
her as a shield, and when [4ll denied 
this Howe called him a liar, and the 
deputy warned him against repeating 
the word. Judge Wurdeman rebuked 
both. .

‘These troops, supported 
on their flanks by Brandenburg, Hano- 
verian and Halle corps, checked the re- 
peated onslaughts made by two Russian 
divisions. The most severe losses were 
inflicted upon the enemy. Repeated ene- 
my attacks under cover of darkness 
near Mokrzyc met a similar fate. These 
attacks were made in an attempt to re- 
cover lost ground. 

“Balkan theater-—In 
enemy's aerial attack upon our posi- 
tions near Doiran Lake, we conducted 
yesterday a similar raid upon Salonikl. 
Our flying squadron dropped numerous 
bombs on the new harbor and petro- 
leum depot and on the entente encamp- 
ment north of the town.’’ 
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British Take 600 Yards of Trenches 
at St. Elol. 

LONDON, March 28.—The British tin- 
fantry yesterday took first and second 
line trenches along a front of 600 vards 
at St. Eloi, says the British official com- 
munication issued last evening. It savs: 

“This morning( after exploding mines, 
infantry of the Northumberland Fus- 
lleers assaulted the German salient dt 
St. Eloi successfully, taking first and 
second line trenches on a front of some 
600 vards. Heavy casualties are known 
to have been caused to the enemy. Two 
officers and 168 men were taken pris- 
oners.”’ 


Artillery Fighting in Progress West 
of the Meuse. 

mee March 28.--The communication 
{issued bv the War Office today says: 

“There was considerable activity  n 
the part of the opposition § artillery 
forces to the west of the Meuse, in the 
region of Maitancourt, as well as in the 
Woevre sector at the foot of the 
heights of the Meuse.

Bessie Reimers, a waitress, first 
told the police that entered = her 
room on the third floor, bound an@ 
gagged her and set fire to tal*bufiding. 

Most of those injured were hurt by 
jumping from the third-floor windows. 
Of these, Mre. Albert Melchoir, Dwight 
Emptage and an unidentified man probd- 
wbly are fatally injured. Fireman Roa 
and Lieut. Thomas Nestor were also in-« 
jured so badly in attempting to resecue 
oocupants-of the building that they may 
die. Both fell from the third-floor win- 
dows. 

More than a hundred persons were in 
the building at the time. The majority 
wer rescued by ladders and nets. 

Fire started tn the building yesterday 
morning in a closet in the Reimers girl's 
room and she was rescued by firemen 
and taken to a hospital. The fire waa 
easily extinguished, but the Reimers girl 
mas nearly suffocated. She revived in 
the hospital and last night returned to 
her room. According to the story she 
told the police today, the masked man 
entered her room shortly after 1:30 this 
morning, gagged her and bound her 
hands and feet, after which he started a 
fire in the room with paper. 

She managed to get to her feet. 
ghe said, and hobbled out ‘of 
the room, but not before the 
fife had spread and other occupants 
of the buiding had become alarmed. She 
entered the apartment of Mr. and Mra. 
A. J. Melchoir. Mrs. Melchoir had just 
jumped from the window and Melchoir 
was hanging to the sill from the outside 
ready to drop when the girl hobbled over 
to the window. The crowd outside 
yelled to Melchoir not to drop and he 
climbed back tnto the room and cut the 
Reimer girl's bonds.

We were in the trenches of the Hohen- 
zollern Redoubt (southwest of La Bas- 
see), an area over which some of the 
fiercest fighting of the war has waged, 
and still one of the most active parts of 
the Western fighting line. 

In the Midst of Fire. 


I followed the officer as he led the 
way to the closet point of contact with 
the ‘‘Boche,” das he put it. Much was 
happening overhead. It had been hap- 
pening for some time, but frequently 
tnere were louder and nearer reports as 
shells exploded near by. 

I was told to peer through a peri- 
scope. There was a terrific ‘“Bang'’’ 
which temporarily dulled the chorus of 
the overhead noises. My ears rang. I 
paused looking through the periscops 
to exiract a large amount of earth from 
inside my 7ollar. My coat had been 
sprinkled ‘with small pieces of meta!, 
lhe Tommy standin:i; near caught my 
eye and grinned. He was the epitome 
of the British fighting man as he stood 
there calmly, clutching his rifle, perhaps 
a bit tighter, vut with a quietly humor- 
ous expressiun con his fae. 

The sun shone on a ne of br'stly 
beyonets. The British army is always 
ready for anyvhing that may come. It 
way pot in this instanes to be the Ger- 
man himself, but some mcre of his iin- 
reoinents of desiructiun 

There was another loud explosion and 
stild more mud and metal flew through 
the air. A fair haired Tommy didn't 
even take a cup of tea from his lips. 
T’)s most intense face in that part of 
the trench was that of a soldier trying 
to “pot”? a bothersome sniper. The day 
previous this sniper had sent a ,bullez 
through the cap of an officer. He 
showed me the cap. 

Dangerous Sniper. 

It was a close shave in more whys 
than one, for it had grazed off some of 
the hair. As a Sergeant put his hand 
up to find out if his officer had keen 
badly wounded the same sniper took off 
the Sergeant’s right forefinger. 

Iiis lurking place was pointed out to 
me through the periscope. The sand- 
bags in front of where he lay in wait 
were badly torn by British bullets. The 
very periscope through which I was 
looking at the sniper’s lair and at the 
bodies which for months had been lying 
in “Nc Man’s Land’ between the 
trenches, had been punctured by a ship- 
er’s bullet, It was hard to realize that 
across this narrow neck of shell-torn 
soil, detted with the dead, was the first 
jine German trench. But soliloquy :s 
rudeiy interrupted in the trenches. There 
were several varieties of trench engines 
at work in the German lines in answer 
to considerable activity on the part of 
the LVritish. 

Tf the sight of those bodies lying out 
there under the warm sun on that beau- 
tiful Sunday morning brought home the 
realities of war, I was soon to realize it 
even more fully, for as I crawled back 
to rejoin the others we were sprinkled 
with parts of a missile which almost 
added to the war's casualties, There was 
little doubt that those high spiraling ob- 
jects from the British trenches which 
cracked away merrily were doing their 
bit in the other lines. 

Germans “Tickled” Enemy. 

The Germans were, to use a Tom- 
my’s expression, “‘tickling’’ the whole 
first line. It was a day of days fro:a 
a weather point of view, for the at- 
mosphere was clear and the sun liad 
dispelled the mists and chilliness of 
the preceding week, 

“We had got to another part of the 
line, when one of the members of the 
German bomb family arrived near the 
top of the sand bags, caused us to 
dodge quickly, and lobbed a large 
piece of mud into a frying pan in 
which a soldier was preparing 30me 
bacon. The culinary artist disgusted- 
ly put away a paper he had been 
reading and forked the piece of mud 
out of the pan and then resumed his 
reading. 

We stopped to see some trench 
weapons send over a  fusillade <o 
Fritz. A few seconds of flight and 
then, as we tried to lMsten through the 
general din, we heard them come to 
earth with a muffled roar. 

Suddenly there was a great buzzing 
overhead. Like a flock of birds, 24 
British aeroplanes were going over the 
German lines to raid a concentration 
depot. 

The grenades and bombs bursting 
outside, the wail of the shelis going 
to and fro overhead were lost track 
of in watching this flight of air war- 
riors. One puff-ball from an exploded 
shrapnel shell burst well in the middle 
of the flock, Then scores of these cot- 
tony balls blossomed against the blue 
sky. The tap, tap, tap of innumerable 
machine guns was heard as these w: ap- 
ons were concentrated from the German 
ines on the invaders. Fritz was endeay- 
oring’ to ferm a curtain fire throuch 
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they never wavered, and had disap- 
peared long before the small, puffy 
clouds had melted away. 
Try to Stop Squadron. 
Only in the distance could be neard 
the dimmer clatter as different parts 
of the German lines tried ‘to head off 
the squadron. 
Through many avenues, all of them 
bearing well known names, we worked 
our way back from the front lines. 
Even with the footboard running along 
the bottom of the trenches, there were 
stretches where the chalky, /eliowisl 
mud oozed up through. 
“It is paradise to what it 
winter,’’ said our trench escort. “‘We 
used to be wet up to the thighs, and 
ii some pars of the trenches further 
cown the line it is still horribly wet 
and sticky. Those people who are al- 
ways advising men in the arenches to 
change their socks oftener to prevent 
frostbite should come out here and try to 
ao it themselves. In some trenches a 
man would have to stand on jnis head 
tc keep his socks dry at all.’’ 
Some British sailors were making a 
visit to the trenches. I asked »ne how 
he liked the change. 
“I'd Tike to stop here for a while 
and watch these things coming over,’’ 
referring to the shells that fitfully rent 
the air with tremendous force and tore 
up the earth in their search for the con- 
cealed British guns. One of these 
perties of tars was visiting the first 
Iine trench recently when a German 
mine was exploded almost under them. 
As the Germans rushed to obtain pos- 
seasion of the crater, the sailors grabbed 
a machine gun and drove them out. 
Aeros Wrought Havoc. 
Again came the buzzing overhead. 
The raiding air squadron was coming 


was last 
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} fury in trying to bring down the ma- 


chines. The aeroplanes spread out 
further as they came through the cur- 
tain of fire. Twice it seemed as if half 
a dozen of them had been hit, and the 
men in the trenches watched anxious- 
ly for the disappearance of the balls of 
white. 

To aid their brothers above by try- 
ing to divert some of the German fire, 
hidden British batteries barked away 
furiously at the German lines. 

“You have seen the finest air drama 
that has been witnessed for many 
months,” said the officer, leading the 
way. He now turned us over to an- 
other officer and retraced his steps to 
attend the funeral of a “‘non-com.” who 
had been killed the day before and who 
was to be buried in the little graveyard 
tucked away behind an elevation that 
gives it some element of quiet and se- 
curity, despite the wall of the close- 
bursting shells. We had passed _ this 
little cemetery, with itg neatly laid-out 
avenues and its well-cared-for graves. 

A modest wooden cross is at the head 
of each small mound, and around its 
borders are small whitewashed stones. 
But war doesn’t always give such an 
opportunity to honor the dead, which 
was my thought as I surveyed through 
the periscope the many bodies in No- 
Man’'s-Land. No one is able to reclaim 
these bodies. 

Roads Always 

A head above the parapet in daytime 
invites death. At night the machine 
guns play along the tops of the trenches 
with a systematic fire. 

We walked for a long time in a ser- 
pentine avenue carved into the surface 
of the earth before we were permitted 
to once more come up above. We were 
still well within distance of the guns, if

Miss Cox Wrote of ‘Good 
Times” and Asked Edwards if 
He Knew Certain Verse.

CHICAGO, March 28—The trial of 
William Rufus Eéwards, wealthy St. 
aul lumberman, on a charge of viola- 
ing the Mann Act, was resumed here 
today with the reading of letters from 
Miss Ada M. Cox to the defendant, be- 
gun yesterday by attorneys for Ea 
wards, 

Miss Cox was the only witness vester- 
duy. Her testimony began after Federal 
Jcudge A. B. Anderson had ruled that the 
past lives of Miss Cox and Edwards 
might be fully inquired into during the 
trial. 

Miss Cox's testimony dealt for the 
most part with trips she said she made 
with Edwards to St. Paul and other 
piaces across state lines. 

Asked About Other Men. 

Attorneys for the defendant, by ques- 
tioning Miss Cox, sought to show that 
she had had improper relations with 
cther men and the names of Jonn Gan- 
zel, a ballplayer; a booking agent named 
“Nash,” W. 8S. Meers of Indianapolis 
and W. G. Carmichael of Milwaukee 
were brought into the record. Miss Cox: 
testified that her relations with these 
men had never exceeded the bounds of 
morality. 

Miss Cox testified that her first im- 
proper relations with Edwards were in 
1910 at St. Paul, where she said she 
went as his guest, unsuspecting that 
his purpose exceeded mere: friendship. 

Miss Cox several years ago recovered 
$20,000 in a breach of promise suit 
against Edwards. Edwards married a 
St. Paul society woman, who has stood 
by him in his troubles with Miss Cox. 
The hearing of the present case was de- 
layed several times by illness of the de- 
fendant. 

Miss Cox testified as ‘to several trips 
between Chicago and St. Paul, some- 
times with Edwards, sometimes to meet 
him, but always on money provided hy 
him. Fle paid her expenses on several 
ocacsions, she said, when she was ill.

TRADE COMPACT 


Object Is to Plan Off-Set to 
German Move for Like Agree- } 
ment With Austria. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 18.—The invitation 
of the French Goverrfment for an al- 
lied conference at Parts to shaep @& 
joint trade policy has been acepted 
by all the allies, so that government 
delegates wil soon assemble there 
from Great Britain, France, Russia, 
Italy, Belgium and possibly the lesser 
countries aligned with the : llies. 
Japan is likely to be represented, 80 
that this prosepet of a gigantic trade 
compace with more than half of Eu- 
rope will be extended to the Far East, 
directly through Japan and indirectly 
to China through the influence Japan 
exercises there. 

The gathering of the allies at Paris 
is looked upon as of much signifi- 
cance. It ts an offset to the move 
Germany has already made for a 
trade agreement with Austria, similar 
to the old Zollerein,*designed to unite 
the Central Powers in a fight for 
world trade. Austria has not yet ac- 
cepted the proposal, but some agree- 
ment is looked upon as assured. AS 
against it the quadruple allies will 
prestn a joint front, and thus, as sev- 
eral speakers aave said, the war will 
have developed two rival camps con- 
tending for world trade. 

While no exact line of policy has 
been laid down for the conference, the 
general tendency appears to be to- 
ward, first, a system of home tariffs 
in each of the alllied countries which 
will foster their own Industries an 
agriculture as against outsiders; sec- 
ond, reciprocal agreemeiits between 
all the aljies by which their goods 
wil te mutually exchanged at mini- 
mum tariff rates; third, preferential 
treatment of colonies; fourth, reason- 
able concessions to neutrals in re- 
turn for reciprocal concessions; and, 
finally, maximum rates by all the al- 
lies against the Central Powers. 
Some have contended that the maxi- 
mum rates against the Central Pew- 
ers should be prohibitive, but this 
finds few advocates, as it is looked 
upon as futile to try to cut off ab- 
solutely one source of trade by means 
of laws. 

The conference will be largely ad- 
visory, and it will remain for the 
various allied governments to put 
into form any joint plan of action.
